Version of Visit. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 26.—Eugene 
V. Debs, the Soc t leader, whgge ten 
year prison sentencé for violation of 
the espionage act was commuted on 
Christmas day, came here today direct 
from the Atlanta féderal penitentiary 
and galled ufon President Harding and 
Attorney General Daugherty. 

Mr. Daugherty said Debs came of his | 


visit to Washington was.at the “re- 
quest” of the attorney general and 
that he was given a railroad ticket to 
the capital by the warden of the peni- 
tentiary without-choice of destination,’ 
although he had planned to go immedi- 
ately to his home in Terre Maute, Ind. 
“I have received a call from Mr 
Debs,” Mr. Daugherty said after the 
conference. “I volunteered no advice 
to him and he asked none. There were 
no unusual conditions attached to his 
commutation. 
Will Enlighten Public. 

“TI will shortly give out for publica- 
tion, with the President’s consent, my 
recommendation in the Debs case. Mr 
object in doing this will be to refresh 
the public memory of Debs’ violations 
of the law and to inform them of the 
reason for his commutation. I hope it 


wiil be educational] to some extent, ‘ 
“I have nething further to say ex- 
cept that 1 hope he may direct his tal- 


‘| ents to a useful purpose. I trust that 
| the notoriety he has received may not 


be commercialized. I say this because 
I observe gathering about him an un- 
dertaking to promote him by persons 
who have not the best interests of the 
country or society at heart. His life’s 
efforts, pursuing as he has until now, 
when he is again a*free man, a theory 
erronevus im principie, should not be 
commercialized.” 

No statement was made at the White 
House after the conference there. 

“I've never been to the White Houge 
before,” Mr. Deps said as he came out.

“At the White House,” he said, “I 
was received very cordially by Presi- 
dent Harding, with whom I exchariged 
opinions and points of view so that 
he might understand my attitude and 
future activities. During thg visit 1 
took occasion to express my apprecia- 
tion of the consideration. > 

“ At both places I was assured that 
my release was unconditional and that 
I would not be expected to depart from 
my principles, convictions, and ideals.”
